London, May 5.—Sir Edward Grey, 
the British 
foreign 
minister, 
an- 


nounced at today's 
meeting of the 
ambassadors that Montenegro had un- 
conditionally placed the 
question 
of 


the future of Scutari in the hands of 
the European powers. 
The decision reached by King Nich- 


olas at the last moment had the effect 
of relieving immediately the tension 
in European politics. It caused un- 
bounded satisfaction to diplomats and 
the general 
public. The stock ex- 


change-responded at once. 
It is generally hoped that this ac- 


tion of Montenegro will do away with 
all necessity for military 
incursions 


into Albania such as Austria and Italy 
were 
contemplating against 
Essad 


Pasha, and other independent leaders.

Cettinje, Montenegro, May 5.—King 


Nicholas of Montenegro, decided today 
to evacuate the fortress of Scutari in 
response to the demand ot the Europ- 
ean powers. 
When he took possession of Scutari 


on April 23, after six months of fight- 
ing which cost the lives of thousands 
of Montengrlns and Turks, King Nich- 
olas declared that he would hold the 
city until the last drop of Montenegrin 
blood has been split. As the Europ- 
ean powers had decided privately that 
Scutari was to form part of the future 
state of Albania, the powers immedi- 
ately brought strong pressure to bear 
to force Nicholas and his troops 
to 


evacuate the place. In the meanwhile 
Austria took energetic steps to enforce 
th" powers decision and concentrated 
large bodies of troops 
in 
Bostonia, 


Herzegivina and Dalmatia. The pow- 
ers in the intervention threatened a 
blockade of the Montenegrin coast. All 
these demands, however, seemed not 
to affect the 
determination 
of 
the 


king. 
Some of the 
Montenegrin 
troops 


were withdrawn from Scutari in order. 
It was said, to resist a possible Aus- 
trian advance. Then word came that 
Austria and Italy had entered into an 
agreement to solve the Albania pro- 
blem by a military expedition and it 
was known that the Austrian army 
was preparing to march forward and 
the attitude of Russia under these cir- 
cumstances was a matter of great con-

Labor Leaders Sustained

5.—The

tempt of court judgments upon Sam- 
uel Gompers, Frank Morrisoir 
and 


John Mitchell, officials of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, were sus- 
tained today by the court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia, which 
however, revised 
the 
sentence 
to 


give Gompers thirty days imprison- 
ment, and fines for 
Mitchell 
and 


Morrison of $500 each with no jail 
term. 


The chief justice of the court dis- 


senting, held that 
the entire, judg- 


ment should be revorsod. The low- 
er court gave Gompers one 
year, 


Mitchell nine months and Morrison 
six months without fine. 


All were convicted of violating a 


court injunction in the Bucks Stove 
and Range case. 


An appeal from the decision today 


will be taken to the supreme court 
of the United States if attorneys for 
tho labor leaders can find ground 
upon which to ask the highest court 
to review the judgment. On a pre- 
vious appeal to the supreme court, 
the judgment was 
effectually 
dis- 


missed and the contempt proceed- 
ings were brought all over again. 
In the previous action the decision- 
ol" tho court below holding the men 
in contempt,-was unanimous.

"That question 
has been settled." 
That determination1 is expected to 


speed up consideration of the bill 
after it gets to the senate probably 
Thursday. 
Senator Simmons said today that 


those most interested in the sched- 
ules were content to file briefs set- 
ting forth their views and recom- 
mendations. 


It is the present view of the fi- 


nance committee chairman that the 
committee "will have the bill under 
consideration about ten days or two 
weeks at most. Following that two 
weeks -will be given senators to pre- 
pare for debate on the floor. 
The 


bill is expected to be reported to the 
senate about June 1, at the latest. 


Republican leaders, it is report- 


ed, are planning to move, -when the 
bill comes from the house to refe^ 
it to the finance committee with in- 
structions for public hearings.

to dispose of the free list, the com- 
plete administrative features and the 
income tax, all that remained of the 
new tariff law.

London, May 5.—The struggle for 


woman suffrage began again in, the 
house of commons this 
afternoon 


when the second reading was moved 
of Willoughby Dickinson's woman's 
franchise bill. Whether this measure, 
which proposes to enfranchise 6,000,- 
000 women shall be given a fighting 
chance or the whole question 
buried 


for the life time of the present parlia- 
ment, will be settled tomorrow night. 
The vital sections of the brief bill are 
as follows: 


"1. Every woman, who 
"(A) If she were a man would be 


entitled to be registered as a parlia- 
mentary elector in respect of a house- 
hold qualification within the meaning 
of the representation act of 1884, or: 


(B) Is the wife of a man entitled to 


be registered in respect of a house- 
hold qualification and has resided in 
the qualifying 
premises during the 


period required by law to enable 
a 


person to be registered. Shall she be 
entitled to be registered and when, 
registered to vote as a parliamentary 
elector in the constituency wherein the 
qualifying premises are situated. 


2. A woman shall not be entitled to 
be registered unless she has attained 
the age of twenty-five years. 


3. A woman shall not be disquali- 


fied by reason of marriage from being: 
registered and voting." 


The bill is backed by several liber- 


als, two unionists and two labor mem- 
bers. While it meets the wishes of 
most of the men supporters of wo- 
men suffrage it does not go far enough 
for others. 


The parties are so hopelessly divid- 


ed and even the members of the cab- 
inet differ so widely that a forecast of 
the outcome of the debate is 
most 


difficult. 


The members when they arrived at 


the house today had run the gauntlet 
of many women parading in the pre- 
cincts carrying sandwiches, boards 
with playcards directed at the cabinet 
minister such as "Traitor Asquith," 
"Deport Reginald McKenna and Chan- 
cellor Hobhouse." 


Great interest is to be taken in the

negative votes were cast by Senators 
Cartwright, Democrat, and Wright, 
Republican. 


The principal provisions of the bill 
are as follows: 


1. Aliens eligible to citizenship may 


acquire and hold land to same extent 
as citizens. 


2. All other aliens arc limited to 


specific rights conferred 
upon 
them 


l)y the existing treaties between 
the 


United States and the nation of which 
such aliens are citizens or subjects. 


In the case of the Japanese, the bill 


prohibits ownership of farm or agri- 
cultural land while permitting them 
to own residences and factories, man- 
nfacturics and shops.

Leases of agricultural lands 
by 


such aliens are permitted for a period 
of not exceeding three years. 
There 


is a question as to whether 
renewal 


would be lawful. 


1. Aliens ineligible to citizenship 


cannot inherit land. Upon the death

shall be sold by the probate court and 
the proceeds revert to his heirs.

Cettinje, Montenegro, May 5.—King 


Nicholas of Montenegro, decided today 
to evacuate the fortress of Scutari in 
response to the demand of the Europ- 
ean powers. 
When he took possession of Scutari 


on April 23, after six months of fight- 
ing which cost the lives of thousands 
of Montengrins and Turks, King Nich- 
olas declared that he would hold the 
city until the last drop of Montenegrin 
blood has been spilt. As the Europ- 
ean powers had decided privately that 
Scutari was to form part ot the future 
state of Albania, the powers immedi- 
ately brought strong pressure to bear 
to force Nicholas and his troops 
to 


evacuate the place. In the meanwhile 
Austria took energetic steps to enforce 
tlv powers decision and concentrated 
large bodies of troops 
in 
Bostonia, 


Herzegivina and Dalmatia. The pow- 
ers in the intervention threatened a 
blockade of the Montenegrin coast. All

woman suffrage began again in the 
house of commona this 
afternoon 


when the second reading was moved 
of Willoughby Dickinson's woman's 
franchise bill. Whether this measure, 
which proposes to enfranchise 6,000,- 
000 women shall be given a fighting 
chance or the whole question 
buried 


for the life time of the present parlia- 
ment, will be settled tomorrow night. 
The vital sections of the brief bill are 
as follows: 


"1. Every woman, who 
"(A) If she were a man would be 


entitled to be registered as a parlia- 
mentary elector in respect of a house- 
hold qualification within the meaning 
of the representation act of 1884, or: 


(B) Is the wife of a man entitled to 


be registered in respect of a house- 
hold qualification and has resided in 
the qualifying premises during 
the 


period required by law to enable 
a 


person to be registered. Shall she be 
entitled to be registered and when. 
registered to vote as a parliamentary 
elector in the constituency wherein the 
qualifying premises are situated. 


2. A woman shall not be entitled to 


be registered unless" she has attained 
the age of twenty-five years. 


3. A woman shall not be disquali- 


fied by reason of marriage from being 
registered and voting." 


The bill is backed by several liber- 


als, two unionists and two labor mem- 
bers. 
While it meets the wishes ot 


most of the men supporters of wo- 
men suffrage it does not go far enough 
for others. 


The parties are so hopelessly divid- 


ed and even the members of the cab- 
inet differ so widely that a forecast of 
the outcome of the debate is 
most 


difficult. 


The members when thev arrived at 


the house today had run the gauntlet 
of many women parading in the pre- 
cincts carrying sandwiches, boards 
with playcards directed at the cabinet 
minister such as "Traitor Asquith,"

mind than it now is, and if the people who suf- 
fered by the recent flood will take it upon them- 
selves to make their representatives in Con- 
gress feel as strongly upon this question as 
they themselves feel there is little doubt that a 
start can be made soon. 


It must be borne in mind that Washington 


is a long way from Ohio, and that questions 
which agitate the public mind here are different 
from those with which the members of Con- 
gress are occupied. The people of the stricken 
valleys are interested right now in river im- 
provement above all other things, but it is ques- 
tionable whether the state's representatives in 
Congress so regard this issue. 


It is the duty of the people of the state, there- 


fore, to see to it that the Senators and Con- 
gressmen do not become sidetracked from the 
main issue. 
Let them be shown, through the 


medium of a flood pf letters, that the people out 


here want river improvement first and other 
things afterward. Every citizen, and especially 
every citizen who pays taxes, should writ'e to 
his Congressman and continue writing to him 
until something is accomplished. 


Remember this: That the members of Con- 


gress will push the demand for river improve- 
ment with a vigor exactly in proportion to the 
vigor with which the people of the state press 
their demand upon the Congressmen. Con- 
gress seldom acts of its own volition. Every- 
thing that is done there is done in response to 
an aroused public opinion. It required seven- 
teen years to induce Congress to compel 
catchup manufacturers to discontinue the prac- 
tice of putting poison in their products to keep 
them from decaying—not because there was 
any argument in favor of allowing these manu- 
facturers to continue poisoning the people, but 
simply because public opinion was not aroused 
sufficiently to demand pure food laws. 


It is the same way with river improvement; 


we will not get it unless we demand it.

tween all the rows of trees in a well 
managed apple orchard on a clay soil.—

Animal Food. 


Letting alone Its inadvisability 


when you are ill. there is no 
doubt that In the case of the 
majority of healthy persons the 
less the quantity of animal food 
in the diet, when this is replaced 
by suitable nonauimal food, the 
better do the qualities of mental 
and muscular endurance become 
and the less the tendency to or- 
ganic disease of every descrip- 
tion. This is no evidence that a 
small quantity of animal food 
will directly cause organic dis- 
ease or that nooanimal food will 
prevent it But it would seem to 
indicate that harm from over- 
eating is more likely to be caused 
by animal foods than by non- 
animal foods and that if the 
body is inefficient from any cause 
nonanimal foods are better. This 
Is especially true as one becomes 
older and the body less efficient 
from that cause. 


One of the main arguments 


against meat as a staple diet, 
provided that it Is fresh and 
clean. Is that it gives the inter- 
nal organs, liver nnd kidneys, 
much more work than Is neces- 
sary, whil« not improving one's 
health nnd strength in a corre- 
sponding degree.

yourself, or if yoti are healthy 
and w<tnt to live long and do the 
beet work yon are capable of.

Success In Horse Raising. 


We have been quite successful in 


raising horses and now have about 
seventy head, including colts, writes 
a Minnesota correspondent in Orange 
Judd Farmer. Our mares are bred to 
foal in April or early in May. After 
foaling the mares are given a short 
rest and then worked the same as the 
other horses. Colts are never permit- 
ted to follow the dam while at work. 
When they are large enough the feed 
box is left open, and they help them- 
selves to what grain they will eat. 
The same plan Is pursued during the 
fall work. Colts are' usually weaned 
in October and are well fed aud cared 
for the first two winters. T'ney are 
broken nnd worked when three years 
of age.

• Laying Pullets 


A single comb White Leghorn pullet 


that laid her first egg just four months 
and'fourteen days from the date ot her 
hatching, is one of the results of breed- 
ing for early maturity obtained by the 
Ohio College of Agriculture. The usu- 
al age at which pullets begin laying is 
about six months. This extraordinary 
fowl was one of a group of 7gO that 
•were hatched at the same time. Five 
or six others from this group began 
laying much earlier than ordinary 
fowls, showing that it pays to breed 
for early maturity. They were from 
the Yestcrlnld strain of Single Comb 
White Leghorn that have been bred 
especially to develop early laying. 


It may be Interesting to know just 


how this flock was fed. From the first 
day to the sixth week they received 
twice a day a grain ration of two 
pounds fine cracked corn and three 
pounds cracked wheat. Up until the 
twenty-first day they also received 
three times a day a moist mash coin- 
posed of four pounds rolled oats, three 
pounds corn meal, three pounds wheat 
middlings, six pounds wheat bran, four 
pounds sifted meat scraps, two pounds 
alfalfa meal, one-quarter pound bone 
meal, one-quarter pound fine charcoal. 
This was mixed with sklmmilk or but- 
termilk nnd fed in shallow trays. From 
the sixth week to maturity they re- 
ceived a grain ration of two pounds 
cracked corn and two pounds whole 
wheat, fed In open hoppers. From the 
twenty-first dry to maturity they re- 
ceived a mnsh composed of one pound 
rolled onts, one pound cornmeal, one 
pound wheat, middlings, two pounds 
wheat bran, one pound sifted meat 
scraps, one-half pound nlfalfa menl, 
two ounces fine charcoal. This was 
fed dry in open hoppers. In addition 
they were given green foods and grits.

Postage Changes. 


It is quite possible that there will be 


a change in postal rates, even under 
the Democratic administration. Con- 
gress may be asked to establish a one 
cent rate, which will mean an Increase 
of the second class rate on newspapers 
and periodicals. 1 heard n menvber of 
the postofflee committee saying recent- 
ly that there "ought to be an increase 
because the papers have become so sen- 
sational, so unreliable and many times 
so untruthful." There are other states- 
men who say the rate on periodicals 
ought to be increased because there 
has been so much muckraking.

Christ Ascended 


As He Descended 


PASTOR RUSSELL EXPLAINS, 


Th« Logo* Descended—He Wa» Mad* 


Fle»h—Humbled Even Unto Death, 
Sheol, Hadea—H« Wat Raised From 
the Dead • Spirit Being—He Ascend- 
ed *• He Descended—Jesus a Quick- 
ening Spirit Ascended to Glory, Hon- 
or and Immortality—What He Loft 
and More Added Glory.

Uusselt gave two 
addresses here to- 
day. 
We report 


the one on Christ's 
Ascension. 
His 


text was: "Thou 
hast ascended on 
High, Thou hast 
led captivity cap- 
tive: 
Thou hast 


received gifts for 
men: yea, for the 
rebellious 
also, 


that the Lord God might dwell among 
them."—rsalm 08:18. 


Pastor Russell declared that one of 


the serious errors engrafted into the 
Christian faith is the supposition that 
Jesus is still a man in Heaven. He de- 
clared that this thought has helped to 
turn away many from the faith in the 
preinillennlal coining of Christ, and the 
establishment of His Kingdom for 
blessing the world, as the Bible de- 
clares. Many Christians perceive that 
a localized reign of Christ in the flesh 
•would be far inferior to a spiritual 
reign, and hence the general rejection 
of all faith in the Second Coming of 
Christ and His Millennial Kingdom. 


He pointed out that all Christians 


firmly believe that Jesus was a spirit 
being before He was "made flesh, and 
dwelt among us." All believe also that 
a spirit being is of a higher order than 
a human being, and that Jesus made a 
great stoop when He laid aside the 
glory of His pre-human condition to 
become "the Man Christ Jesus." 
St 


Paul's reference to this was quoted: 
"Though He was rich, yet for our 
sakes He became poor, that we through 
His poverty might become rich." He 
divested Himself of His glory and took 
tipon Himself the Seed of Abraham, 
and was "found in fashion as a man." 
A man is "a little lower than the an- 
gels"—even in his perfection. 


The Pastor declared that no student 


of the Bible could suppose that the 
Heavenly Father has permanently de- 
graded His Son from a station higher 
than angels to one lower than angels. 
Nobody believes this in his heart of 
hearts, and yet many profess this very 
thing. 
The ascension of Christ Is 


claimed to prove it. It is absurd to 
suppose that with our Lord Jesus, ac- 
customed to the spirit condition, and 
made flesh for the short space of thir- 
ty-three and a half years, could be 
otherwise than discommoded and se- 
riously dishonored by the Father, if 
He now has a body of flesh. 


Ascends Where He Was Before. 


The Pastor declared that mistaken 


views respecting the word "ascend" 
helped to confuse Christian people. 
The Apostle quoting and explaining 
his text, shows that Jesus' ascension 
is to be considered iu conjunction with 
His descent. He that ascended is the 
same who thirty-four years before de- 
scended. Old the descending have any 
reference to the kind of body? Surely 
not! Then the ascending has no refer- 
ence to the kind of body. The descend- 
ing signified the humiliation, the leav-

Ing of tiiiritttal glory, In order to be 
born in the ftenlt. 


The life of the Logos was transfer- 


red from the spirit body and became 
the life germ of the babe, that He 
might become the Man Christ Jesus, 
and give Himself sacriflcially for the 
sins of the world. Similarly, the be- 
getting of the Holy Spirit cnme to Je- 
sus at His baptism and during three 
and one half years It gradually con- 
stituted Him a spiritual Priest, whose 
work it was to "offer up Himself." 
That offering ended at Calvary, when 
He cried, "It is finished!" and died. 


When on the third day, the Father 


raised Him from the dead, it was the 
Priest that was raised to glory, honor 
and immortality, and not the animal, 
or human, body which He had sacri- 
ficed. As It is written, "A body hast 
Thou prepared Me" "for the suf- 
fering of death." That fleshly body 
was never Intended to be an Incum- 
brance throughout eternity, upon the 
Only Begotten of the Father. 
"He 


dleth no more," and therefore has no 
further use for the body of flesh. 


What became of the fleshly body, 


the Pastor would not undertake to 
say. 
It was not seen in the tomb. 


We know It was the soul, not the 
body, that waa raised to life. 
"Thou 


wilt not leave My soul In Sheol"—in 
Hades—the tomb. "Thou wilt not suf- 
fer Thine Holy One to see corruption." 


Why a Body of Flesh Was Used. 


We must remember three things In 


connection with this subject, said the 
Pastor. The followers of Jesus were 
required to have full faith (1) That Je- 
sus was the Logos, who had descend- 
ed from the spirit plane to the human: 
(2* That He had died sacrificially: (3t 
That God raised Him from the dead. 
Unless these points—that Ood raised 
Him from the dead, and that He as- 
cended to Heaven, "where He was be- 
fore," were fully established in the 
minds of the Apostles, they would not 
be in a fit condition to continue to be 
the disciples of Jesus. On the other 
hand, they were unable to receive spir- 
itual things until after the spirit-beget- 
ting at Pentecost. Hence the instruc- 
tion given them must necessarily be 
along earthly lines. 


Let us suppose that Jesus had not 


appeared in the flesh after His resur- 
rection. Suppose that He had appear- 
ed as He did to Saul of Tarsus—as a 
great light shining from Heaven, above 
the brightness of the sun, and spoken 
to them. What proof would they have 
had that it was the same Jesus who 
had died? How would the message of 
His resurrection and ascension been 
conveyed to their minds? Evidently it 
was necessary that some ocular demon- 
stration should be made to constitute 
^ie basis for their faith, and ours. 


Incidentally, there were given them 


various proofs that He was no longer 
a flesh being—that He had experienced 
a complete change of nature. These 
proofs were His repeated manifesta- 
tions to His disciples, during the forty 
days between His resurrection and His 
ascension. 
These appearances were 


so circumstanced as to leave no doubt 
that they were miracles, such as previ- 
ously had been wrought when angels 
appeared in the flesh to mankind. 


During the three and one half years 


of Ills ministry, Jesus had never ap- 
peared miraculously to His followers, 
had never vanished out of their sight. 
It is not a quality of human nature 
to appear In a room while the doors 
are shut, or to appear in the garb of 
a gardener, then in that of a traveler, 
and lit other times bearing the wounds 
of His- crucifixion. 
All these things 


demonstrated the great change which 
had occurred. 


"I Ascend to My Father." 


After the forty days were ended. 


Jesus ascended up where He was be- 
fore. As His resurrection body was a 
spirit body, His ascundiug would not 
have been visible, had He not for their 
sakes appeared in a body of flesh and 
blessed them, and ascended with that 
body until a cloud received Him. Then 
the flesh-body, created for that special 
occasion, ceased to be. It was just as 
when an angel appeared to Manoah 
and his wife. 
After talking with 


thorn, the ungel ascended in the flame 
of the altar, and the human body, cre- 
ated for the very purpose of the mani- 
festation, dissolved into gases. So it 
was with Jesus. 


Jesus' real ascension was His as- 


sumption of the Heavenly glory. The 
disciples saw very little of this, but 
what they did see fixed in their minds 


, the great fact that their Redeemer 
1 would not manifest Himself in 
the 


flesh again. Our Lord ascended where 
He was before, except that, as tho 
Apostle declares. He was received to 
superior distinction. He was seated at 
the right hand of Divine Majesty, as 


1 stated in the prophecy, "Sit Thou at 


I My right hand until [the time come 


I when] I [will] make Thy foes Thy 
footstool."—Psalm 110:1. 


The Return of the Logos. 


Tho Logos left His glory that He 


j might deliver the world from the pow- 
1 cr of sin and death. The primary .step 


] necessary to this end was His own 
'death, the Just for tho unjust. 
The 


time was set \\hen Satan, the prince of 
this world, should he bound for a thou- 
sand years, and his captives in sin and 
'death released. 
The only thing re- 


maining to be done was thut the 
Church class should be developed. The 
period for their development was so 
ll.\ed that It should be accomplished 
by tho time Satan's empire would be 
due to fall. 


Having this In mind, wo grasp the 


poetic declaration of our text—flint Je- 
sus ns< ended on High, loading n multi- 
tude of captives. First in the* list of 
.captives released wore those dlseiplps 
I of Jesus who received Him at the First 


Advent, and who were received of tho 
Father. Others of the same class have 
followed all down the Gospel Age—all 
conquerors of self, all victors through 
Christ 


The picture bida us look away down 


into the future, and for a thousand 
years Bee the thousands of millions of 
Adam's race returning from bonds of 
win and death. It bids us realize that 
they will all have a full opportunity to 
recover the perfect human nature, the 
earthly Image of the Divine Father— 
except such as shall refuse the liberty 
of the sons of God, and perish with 
Satan, as the adversaries of God. 


"He Gave Gifts Unto Men." 


St. Paul specified the gifts secured 


for the Church by ner Redeemer, say- 
Ing, "He gave some, Apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; 
and some, pastors and teachers; for 
the perfecting of the saints for the 
work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the Body of Christ: till we all come 
in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ."— 
Ephesians 4:11-13. 


These are the gifts of the Lord Jesus 


during the Gospel Age. 
After the 


Body of Christ has been perfected in 
the First Resurrection, the lord's bless- 
ing "Will extend to the non-elect world, 
as indicated by the prophecy, "Yea, for 
the rebellious also." 


The blessings yet to come to the 


tvorld will be wonderful. They will in- 
clude the binding of Satan for a thou- 
sand yeai-s. the restraining of all evil 
influences, and the inauguration of 
the Kingdom. The gifts of the Lord 
to the world will be, in part, His own 
Kingdom for a thousand years—tLe 
greatest boon, the greatest blessing, 
that could possibly be Imagined. 


Another gift of Christ to the world, 


will be the Church In glory. 
These 


then associated with the great Re- 
deemer will be supervising earth's af 
rairs, orertbrowing everything that Is 
contrary to Divine Love and Justice, 
and blessing all who come into full 
accord •with the Lord. 


Another channel of blessing to tbe 


world will be the Ancient Worthies, 
who will be made princes in all the 
earth. These will constitute the earth- 
ly phase of the Heavenly Kingdom. 
Under the rule of righteousness every 
evil deed will be promptly punished, 
and every good deed will be promptly 
blessed and rewarded, 
"When the 


judgments of the Lord are abroad In 
the earth, the inhabitants will learn 
righteousness," and "Every knee shall 
bow and every tongue confess." 


The Gifts to the Church. 


But we are specially interested In 


Rod's gifts to the Church, secured by 
3ur Redeemer's victory over sin and 
death. He made it possible for us to 
become His footstep followers, and by 
suffering with Him to become joint- 
heirs in His Kingdom. Then He gave 
us the various gifts for our develop- 
ment. Not all appreciate the gifts of 
the remote past Not all realize that 
the writings of the Apostles constitute 
the Key to the Bible. 


Jesus' words were not so intended. 


They were therefore uttered in para- 
bles and dark sayings. Jesus' teach- 
ings are made luminous to us through 
the Holy Spirit given to the Apostles, 
just as Jesus promised. (John 1G:13.) 
This was accomplished, not by a mirac- 
ulous operation upon each individual, 
but through the gifts of the Spirit 


Of the gifts specified, some were gen- 


eral; others were particular. Thus the 
Church still has the gift of teaching 
given to the Apostles for our blessing. 
Thus we still have pastors and teach- 
ers, to assist the Church to an under- 
lauding of the Divine Word and to the 
proving of all things by that Word. 
And this was to continue until nil the 
Church shall have been edified, built 
up, and the Body of Christ shall have 
been completed. Moreover, each mem- 
ber of the Body has need of this edi- 
fying work, that he may be qualified 
for his place in the Body. According 
to the Apostle's explanation, all these 
gifts of the Spirit are of the Lord, ex- 
ercised throughout this Gospel Age un- 
der the supervision of our glorious 
Head and Master—Jesus. 


Other gifts of the Spirit were local and 


temporary; gifts of miracles, tongues, 
interpretations, etc. The early Church 
contained not many great, wise or 
learned. 
Few of them would have 


been capable of reading the Bible, if 
they had had one. Few, if any, of the 
little classes, were possessors of the 
Old Testament Scriptures. These could 
be heard read every Sabbath in the 
synagogues, but not otherwise. They 
were kept very sacredly guarded, and 
especially were they refused to heretics, 
as the Jews thought the Christians 
to be. 


The New Testament Scriptures, we 


must remember, were not written until 
a considerable time after Pentecost, 
and it was not until the close of the 
first century that they began to be col- 
lated, and two or three centuries before 
the question was finally decided which 
Books should constitute the canon of 
the New Testament. 


\v*c may suppose that even then these 


were reverenced more as heirlooms 
than as the only existing Divinely in 
spired authority. The doctrine of Apos- 
tolic succession came in about that 
time. Not having Scripture, and realiz- 
ing that the power to work miracles 
had descended as n kind of legacy from 
our Lord to the Apostles, many were 
led to believe this doctrine almost in- 
stinctively, and to rank the living bish- 
ops as equal to the Twelve Apostles. 


Moreover, to receive instruction from 


a living teacher is always easier than 
to receive it from the study of a bonk. 
Therefore the writings of the Apostles 
—and indeed of all the Bible—fell inlo 
disuse, to tho Injury of the Household 
of Faith. 
A greater appreciation of 


the gift which tho Lord had poured 
out upon His followers—the Holy Spirit 
and the fruits \vhich that Spirit de 
vcloped, joy, ponce, faith, love, etc.— 
would hove k«pt them from sm-h error. 
They would buve been more *apprecl-

atlve of the inspired Record, and corre- 
spondingly less appreciative of the un- 
inspired words of all other men. 


We see, however, that under exist- 


ing conditions at that time—the ab- 
sence of Scriptural writings—the gifts 
bestowed at "Pentecost (visible mani- 
festations 
of 
supernatural 
power) 


were very essential to the early 
Church. Well would- it have been for 
them and their successors if, after hav- 
ing made use of these miraculous man- 
ifestations at the beginning of the 
Age, and being prepared by them for 
the written Word, they had further 
appreciated the importance of the 
Word of the Lord through the inspired 
Apostles. 
This would have guarded 


them from grievous errors which are 
still troubling the Lord's followers. 


The Fruits of the Spirit. 


Quite a distinction Is to be observed 


between the gifts of the Spirit and the 
fruits of the Spirit. The gifts were 
those miraculous powers already ex- 
plained, and the special gifts of Apos- 
tolic qualification. But these gifts 
gradually passed away, as God had 
foreknown. Instead, the Lord looked 
for the fruits of the Spirit, which the 
loyal and obedient are to cultivate. 


All who have received the imparta- 


tion of the Lord's Spirit are expected 
to manifest the fruits of His Spirit, 
even ns those who first received 
fhe gifts were expected to use them. 
The fruits most evidently are higher 
gifts in God's estimation, and should 
be in ours. Earnestly let us desire the 
fruits of the Spirit. These are the re- 
sult also of the great gift bestowed 
after Jesus had ascended. They ate 
indirect Rifts, however. In giving us 
a knowledge of the Truth, through the 
tiitrit of Jesus, the Father prepared 
the way by which we might develop 
these fruits, and thus become copies of 
His Son.

It is explained that the time to 
swat the fly is before it becomes a 
fiy_that is before the egg is hatched. 
The way 'this embryonic swatting is 
done is to eliminate filth of al' kinds. 


"If -we do away -\\ith the breeding 


places of flies there will be no flies," 
says the health bulletin. 
"Garbage 


cans should receive your attention 
now. See that The next cleaning 
is 


thorough, that all matter is removed 
from the corner* and that none is 
permitted to remain on the ground. 


"Clean up, keep clean and see that 


your neighbors do likewise and you 


will have few, if any flies to contend 
with." 


The way ,to get rid of flies is not 


only to "swat" the flies, but to re- 
move filth, keep the premises clean 
and destroy the breeding places. In

campaign 


against the fly the Advocate has pro- 
cured a large number of fly swatters 
which will be given without charge 
to those 'Who apply at this office— 
one swatter to a family.
